BANKING AND LAND COMPANIES, 


The following /is extracted from the city 
article of thd “Daily Telegraph” of the 25th 
ulto. Mach-ofitis of coursa ancient history to 
many of oni readers but as an interesting and 
snociact rasiimé it deserves reprodaction : — 
Daring the last twelve months a good deal of 
attention has.been paid to Byyptian banking 
and’ land companies, which is not surprising 
when regard is had to the improvement in the 
condition of the fellaheen and the increasing 
prosperity of the country. The progress of

£25, of which £11 10s por share is called up. 
‘The dividends have steadily improved from 9 
per cent. for 1894 to 16 percent. for 1904, and 
the shares now stand at 33, after being as bigh 
as 36. The next in seniority is the Angio- 
Egyptian Bank, which was registered in 1864, 
and reconstrocted in 183’, the capital being 
£1,500,000 in shares of £15, of which £5 ia 
paid. This bank's dividends have risen in the 
last ten years from 6 per cent. to 12} per 
cent. for each ot the past, two financial years 
ended on Ang. 31, and the’ shares are quoted 
at 13}, Bat these banks. have sabstantinl 
reserve fands, and up to/1898 had a practical 
moncpoly of the banking business in Ezyp* 
In that year Sir Ernest Cassel came on the 
soene and started his operations by forming 
the Irrigation Investment Corporation, with a 
nomial share capital of £100,000 and power 
to issue Debentares or similar securities for 
the pnrpose of acquiring the pay warrants 
acoraing ‘to Messrs. John Aird and Co. in 
connection with the great Nile barrage scheme. 
Egyptian Government Fuur per Cout. Irriga- 
tion Trust certificates, of which there are 
£2,590,900 outstanding, are well koown as an 


excellent investment, and are qaoted atabou:-

Sir Ernest Cassel’s next step wae, in’coa- 
janction with a syndicate comprisiog Mostra. 
E Cattani, B. Cronier, and Suaares Fréras, to 
acqaire the Daira Estates from tha Egyptian 
Government, and to form the Dsira Sanieh 
Company. Oat of theeales of these lands the 
whole of the £6,431,5' 0 Daira Sanieh Govern- 
ment bonds have beea redeemed, and the 
company bas made very large profits.

A correspondent writes on this subject giv- 
ing rome extreoty frouy en address on tropical 
medicine delivered at Leicester by Professor 
Bryca, F.RS., in July last -— ; 

In all parts, of the world practical effeat is 
_ bring given to he newer methods cf propby- 
Yaxia, Frem 'h* Federated Mulay S:ates there 
bas haan published, by Dr. Malcolm Watson s 
most encooraging Teport of the success of anti- 
malarial mexanres'at K'ang and Port Swetten- 
ham. Dr, Watson shows that in these towns, 
whilat the nember cf deaths has been greatly 
reduced, increase has tsken place in‘ the dis- 
tricta aronnd, where no,anti-malarial o; eration~ 
wera pndertaken. He fartber points oat that 
the rednotion ‘has not only taken place in 
malaria, but also in the other diseases dae in 
meny inatano’s to the low state of health con- 
seqnent on malaria. He finally clxims,and-with 
jnatica, ‘for the Government of Selangar the 
honor of being the first British Administration 
to follow Rvs in an attempt to confer on those 
entrnated to its osre the bevefits of his great 
dianovery.”: 

From Hong Kong we have recently received 
the report of Dr. Atkinaon for 1904. He shows, 
as tha reanlt of antimalarial measores, the 

following marked decrease in malarial cases. 
based npon tha admissions into the three hoa- 
pitals. The total admissions in 1901 were 
1.392 : in 1992, 8'6 ; in 1903, 614 ; and 1904, 
490, In I-mailia and Havana the resulta are 
well known, From Italy, Algeria, Mexico, 
Brezil, avd from many of our;qwa Colonia 
poreeasiona, moat satisfactory reporta are being 
conatantly received. « 

A mont atrikirg featore of the reports of 
many of the South American towns is the re- 
markahle decrease of yellow fever as the resuit 
of organised campaigns sgainst the Stegomyis. 
In many places in spite of greatly improved 
monicipal. hygiene, yellow fever still made 
headway, and there were, in consequence, 
nrmeroua critics found to draw attention to 
the nselesaness of spending money on sanitary 
reforma. 

With the discovery of the true cauee of the 
apreading of yellow fever, criticism was soon 
disarmed by the remarkable redaction in the 
cases of this disease brought about by getting 
rid of the morqnito. 

Although these reenits ard most encouraging 
and sre increasing in nomber, yet, after al), 
they form only a small beginning, and there 
yet remains an immense amount to be accom- 
plished and a vast sea of prejadice and apathy 
to be got ovcr. 

At the discussion last year Dr Stephens 
stated that he did not believe that one ina 
hundred Jaymen in the tropics knew that mal- 
aria was a contagious disease, or suspected the 
source of contagion to reside in the natives 
around him. That is true in a gréat measore 
today.
